Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 2, line 1, "Claim" 
should be replaced wit "claim". Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. It is unclear to the examiner how the housing can be fastened in a torsion-proof 
way but also freely moveable. Also it is partially unclear what is being claimed when applicants 
use the language "on one hand" and "on the other". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-2 as far as they are definite, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 5,020,563 (Hoffman et al.). Hoffman et al. disclose a gas socket 
with a housing (36), an inlet port (connected to element 22 in figure 2), a gas socket (28), gas 
piping (24), a wall (1 16), a shutoff device (20), a gas connecting plug (64), a tube shaped nozzle 
(30), a retaining element (36), a cover (114), an opening (within element 22 in figure 2), and at 
least partially circumferential web (118). 

Conclusion
